DEFIANCE FROM DETROIT 
When President Kennedy cracked down on the steel price 
increase, he made quite a point of his efforts to keep labor 
unions in line, too. True, he didn’t explain why in the case 
of steel an increase of about 3*2 percent in prices was 
somehow sinful while in the case of unions a similar in­ 
crease was regarded as quite reasonable. 
But many persons asked the question: would the Presi­ 
dent deal as severely with his friends in the labor movement 
as he did with the steel executives? 
The answer is yet to be learned. 
Walter Reuther, head of the United Automobile Workers, 
has served notice that he considers the President’s formula 
of wage increases within the range of increases in the na­ 
tional productivity to be nonsense. This indicates what 
Reuther’s position will be when UAW next negotiates with 
the auto firms. 
Later, in his talk to the UAW, the President evaded speci­ 
fic comment on the Reuther challenge. 
A government board lias recommended an increase of 
about 10 cents an hour for the non-operating employees of 
the impecunious railroads, and the unions involved have 
insisted they want at least twice that.-The President has 
not yet had to take whatever action he may think best, for 
the crisis has not been reached. 
In New York, the Teamsters are calling for action to in­ 
crease wages generally in the city, on the grounds that 
some wages are higher elsewhere. The city administration 
has been flirting with such ideas. This could lead to local 
wage increases all over the land on the theory that everyone 
must catch up with everyone else, and everyone must be the 
highest paid. 
It is becoming evident that the President will find it dif­ 
ficult to impose his kind of informal and personal wage and 
price controls on the American economy. He may have en­ 
joyed some success against one industry, but the prices of 
manufactured goods have been remarkably stable in recent

Dr. Massey pointed out 
some factors to consider in select­ 
ing cattle for particular purposes 
such as finishing, grazing stalk 
fields, wintering, etc. Cattle were 
graded in a practice session by 
. the farmers. Je rry told the group 
that he had about $5.80 per ton 
cost In the silage. This cost in­ 
cludes land preparation, seed, fer­ 
tilizer, land rent, harvesting, and 
plastic cover. “ I had practically no 
spoilage last year using this me­ 
thod of preserving silage.” Je rry 
suggested that the silage stacked 
on the ground be made into a long 
narrow pile and be opened on the 
east end when you get ready to 
start feeding. 
This will allow you to remove 
the silage uniformly all the way 
across the pile as you feed it daily. 
B y opening it on the east end first 
you won’t have much wind blowing 
in under the cover and causing 
spoilage.

ing method could be made to work 
on about any type of silage or 
cattle feeding operation. 
This type of auger costs about 
$10 per running foot. For full fed 
cattle that weight 600 lbs. or more, 
you should allow 1 foot of trough 
space for each animal. If they are 
lim it fed they would need at least 
2 feet of trough space. Cattle under 


600 lbs. can get by with 3 and 6 
inches less trough space, respec­ 
tively, depending on the method of 
feeding.

I attended the Cotton Quality Day 
held 
at Portageville 
under 
the 
sponsorship of the Missouri Cotton 
Producers Association and the Ex­ 
tension Service at which various 
subjects pertaining to cotton qual­ 
ity im provem ent were discussed 
by leading-authorities. The m atter 
of improving cotton quality pre­ 
sents a real challenge to the cot­ 
ton farm er *8 well as others in 
the cotton industry, and he m ust 
continue to do something about it 
if he is to m aintain his cotton m ar­ 
kets and the acreage he can pro­ 
duce and m aintain or increase his 
cotton income. 
I 
was 
impressed 
by 
several 
speakers on the Cotton Quality Day 
Program , but I was particularly 
interested in the talk m ade by Dr. 
William Sappenfield, University of 
M issouri Cotton B reeder, on the 
subject. Breeding High Quality Cot­ 
tons for Missouri. He emphasized 
that one of their objectives was to 
develop cotton varieties with +he 
inherent qualities 
to m eet mill 
dem ands. He pointed out two qual­ 
ities 
receiving 
m ajor 
em phasis 
atong this line including earliness 
of m aturity and disease resistance 
both of which will facilitate cotton 
quality improvement. 
He singled out the new Auburn 
M Variety, which is scheduled to 
be released to certified seed pro­ 
ducers next season, as an exam ple 
of the progress already m ade in 
this connection. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that although Auburn M has about 
the sam e inherent fiber quality, it 


i« earlier and has m ore disease 
resistance than other commonly 
grown varieties, both of which will 
tend to improve quality. He also 
pointed out that it outyields most 
commonly grown varieties and pre­ 
sented experim ental data obtained 
on sandy soils infested with Fusar- 


i u m Wilt and root knot nem atode 
illustrating its qualities as far as 
yields, earliness, and disease re­ 
sistance are concerned. He also 
singled out Mo. 58-321 A and pre­ 
sented experim ental date obtained 
on loam soils infested with Verticil- 
lium wilt which indicated that this 
variety has the ability to outyield 
Auburn M and com pares favorably 
as far as earliness and fiber qual­ 
ity are concerned. In addition, he 
mentioned 
several other experi­ 
m ental varieties that show prom ­ 
ise of outyielding Auburn M. com­ 
pare favorably in m aturity, and 
produce, better 
fiber 
quality 
in 
some respects. 
As this indicates, 
considerable 
progress 
i* being m ade 
in 
the 
breeding program now' being car­ 
ried on in Southeast M issouri, and 
indications are that we will have 
varieties with better fiber quality 
as well as earlier m aturing and 
higher producing varieties in the 
future as a result of this program . 
Prepare Now To Seed Pastureo 
P asture 
seeding 
tim e 
is 
just 
around the corner, so I would like 
to mention a few things that might 
be of interest to livestock produc­ 
ers and particularly those who plan 
to sced pastures this fall. 
We visited the Henry Cox farm 
near Aid on the Livestock Tour, 
held recently, and Mr. Cox showed 
us an eight acre field of Ladino- 
O rchard G rass P asture field from 
which he has obtained excellent re­ 
sults. After having applied lime 
and rock phosphate according to 
noil test when 
the pasture was 
seeded in 1960 and topdressed with 
approxim ately 150 pounds of Am­ 
monium 
N itrate 
per 
acre 
last 
spring. He seeded 
12 pounds 
of 
O rchard G rass, five pounds of Tim ­ 
othy. two pounds of Ladino Clover 
and two bushels of Oats per acre. 
He harvested 800 bales of oat hav 
in the spring of 1961. Last year, 


this eight acres carried about 18 
to 20 head of cattle from mid July 
to mid November. It supported 27 
head of cattle from aboutoas early 
as the ground was solid enough to 
turn cattle on pasture until May 
26 this past spring. In addition, he 
harvested, 
and 
recleaned 
1200 
pounds of O rachrd G rass Seed from 
this field. 
1 think perhaps there are two 
things that accounted in large m ea­ 
sure for Mr. Cox’s success with 
this pasture. 
One. 
was the soil 
treatm ent used. Since we expect 
good production from perm anent 
pastures for a period of several 
years, it’s only logical that we sup­ 
ply the fertilizer and lim e neces­ 
sary to support the stand and m ake 
it productive. One thing that Mr. 
Cox seem ed to like about this pas­ 
ture m ixture is its palatability. I 
am sure that the two pounds of 
Ladino Clover added to the mix­ 
ture added much to the palatability. 
Also, the fact 
that 
the 
pasture 
grew vigorously as a result of the 
soil treatm ent also helped in this 
respect. 
TTie question often arises as to 
what is the best pasture m ixture 
for this area. Of course Ladino- 
Orchard G rass and Ladino-Fescue 
are the two m ost commonly used 
m ixtures, and we think they are 
about the best ones for our area 
Both have advantages and disad­ 
vantages, and some like one while 
others prefer the other. No doubt 
O rchard G rass has some advantage 
over Fescue as far as palatability 
is concerned. On the other hand. 
Fescue is m ore generally adapted 
to a wider range of soil and mois­ 
ture onditions; 
therefore, it will 
grow successfully on w etter soils 
and is 
also 
m ore 
resistant 
to 
drouth than is O rchard G rass. Al­ 
so, 
if given 
a 
rest during the 
dry sum m er and early fall period. 
Fescue will produce m ore late fall 
and w inter grazing than will any 
other pasture grass. It depends to 
some extent on w hat you want in 
a grass, and we think there is a 
place for both in the pasture pro­ 
gram on m any farm s 
The recom m ended tim e for seed­ 
ing perm anent pastures 
in this 
area is Septem ber 1 to 20. Now is 
a good tim e to take soil tests from 
fields to be seeded and m ake plans 
for seeding pastures. A bulletin 
entitled "How to Seed New P as­ 
tures” , available at your Univer­ 
sity Extension Center, outlines rec­ 
om m endations of the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture per­ 
taining to seeding pastures.

Treat Seed of Small Grains 
Will it pay you to treat the seed 
of that sm all grain that you will 
be sowing his fall? Well, first of all, 
seed treatm ent is going to be a 
help if you are planting any of the 
sm all grains on fields th at have a 
record of trouble from root rots 
and "seeding blights” . Seed treat­ 
m ent won’t com pletely stop such 
troubles, but it will give a big as­ 
sist in letting the young plants get 
a good start. That will be true 
w hether it is wheat, winter bar­ 
ley, winter oats or rye that you 
are planting. 
T h e r e 
i* 
some 
difference, 
though, in how seed treatm ent ap­ 
plies to each of these crops. 
W heat doesn’t always give in­ 
creased yields from treating seed. 
B ut whenever wheat scab or stink­ 
ing sm ut enters the picture it is 
quite another story, both in yield 
and quality of grain. If your seed 
w heat has any scabby kernels be 
sure to clean that seed well to get 
out all of the shriveled light weight 
grains, and then treat. The disease 
carry over, too, in w heat stubble 
and in com stalk fields, 
so you 
m ay not always 
completely 
rid 
yourself of scab - but you can help 
a lot. 
Winter barley usually gives 
a 
good response to treatm ent and 
probably should always be treated. 
You can control two kins of sm ut 
th at we have in barley and B.-475 
has some resistance to the type of 
sm ut that seed treatm ent doesn’t 
control. In tests at the Southwest 
M issouri E xperim ent field over a 
3-year period, winter barley that 
w as treated gave m ore than a 6 
bushel per acre increase in yield 
by 
controlling 
smut. 
And 
seed 
treatm ent also controls the disease 
called barley stripe 
which 
can 
som etim es alm ost wipe out a bar­ 
ley crop. 
You can control sm ut in winter 
oats by seed treatm ent, too. And 
the tests in 
Southwest 
Missouri 
showed an average of 9 bushels 
per acre increase for such trea t­ 
ment. The Dubois and Norline va­ 
rieties 
are 
resistant 
to 
sm ut, 
though, so will not need to be 
treated for this purpose. 
There are m any different brands 
and types of seed treatm ent m ater- j 
ials on the m arket. And trials have 
shown that m ost of these are ef­ 
fective when used according to la­ 
bel directions. But some do not 
apply to all crop seeds and for all 
diseases. The seed treatm ent m a­ 
terials th at have a m ercury base 
have ordinarily given best con­ 
trol 
of 
sm uts, 
scab,

blights” and root rots on small

Proper fitting of the shoes for 
children are the keys to future 
foot health and happiness as adults 
“ Individuals are as their feet 
are. If feet hurt or tire easily, so 
does the person. The hurt in the 
feet shows in face and disposition.” 
Follow good guides for selection 
of children's shoes. 
1. Deal with reputable standard 
business firm s. 
2. Make a trip for shoes when a 
parent is rested and a *child is at 
his best. 
3 Take time for careful fitting

should

m easured F it the larger foot. 
4. A child's shoe should fit snug­ 
ly at the heel; have a low broad 
heel; three dimensional toe room; 
forward, across, and up and down. 
The inside edge should be alm ost 
a straight line. The ball joint of 
the big toe should rest at the joint 
of rounding in of the sole. 
Equally im portant as the fit in 
shoes is the correct choice and fit, 
in soc ks. To elim inate the pressure 
on children’s toes caused by tight 
socks, a sock that is one half inch 
longer than the longest toe should 
be worn. 
Socks selected should be capable 
of keeping the feet dry under con 
ditions of heat, cold, dam pness, and 
prespiration induced by extrem e 
activity 
in 
children. 
The 
socks 
should be of a yarn that has the 
three-fold capacity of high absorb- 
ency, adequate porosity to allow 
air to circulate around the feet for 
evaporation of perspiration, and a 
wicking ability to conduct perspir­ 
ation to other portions of the *ock 
where it will be easiily evaporated 
by more even m osture distribu­ 
tion. 
Bulky socks, especially in tight 
fitting shoes, tend to produce ir­ 
ritations which frequently result in 
calluses, corns or blisters. G eneral 
lv, bulky socks absorb m oisture 
very well but evaporate it very 
poorly. 
With a growing child, shoes and 
socks s h o u ld be examined frequent 
ly to be sure that the child’s foot 
has not outgrown either sockg or 
shoes.
